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Winter Feed fos 
Stock. 


Arrangements for finding winter 
feed for cattle in the districts in Al- 
berta where the crop has been a fail- 
ure are now rounding into shape. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall, provincial 
minister of Agriculture, took the 
matter in hand’ for the province of 
Alberta, and has had men frem his 
department out locating hay and pas- 
ture land for over a week, 

On Saturday Mr. Marshall received 
the following from Mr. MeGregor, 
food controller for Western Canada, 
from Winnipeg— 

“T attended meeting of railways on 
Saturday, which agreed on half rate 
from all points in the three provinces 
east ef Cochrane and Lunbreck south 
of line on O.P.R., running from Red 
Deer to Lacombe, to Kerrobert, to 
Wilkie, to Saskatoon. and by G.T.P. 
east of Sitskatoon to eastern boundary 
about 100 miles west of Winnipeg 
Cattle and sheep will be mnoved to the 
north at half rate subject to minimiun 
of five cents per 100 pounds on cattle 
and 6 1-2 cents per 100 pounds on 
sheep up to November 15, 1918, ship- 
ment returning half rate in reverse 
direetion prior to October 1, 1919, pro 
viaed returned by original owner to 
original point of shipment, ~Hay and 
straw carloads at half rates in reverse 
direction from movement of cattle 
and sheep as above described up to 
May 1, 1919, All rates subject to a 
certificate signed by the deputy min- 
ister of the province in which ship- 
ment is made.” 

At the same time the Hon. Mi. 
Orerarv announced that the Dominion 
department of agriculture would sup- 
plement the reduction made by the 
railway companies in freight rates by 
the Dominion paying an equivalent. 
As the railways have made a iedue- 
tion of 50 per cent, the Dominion de- 
partinent will now pay the other half 
of the freight rite, which will mean 
that livestock and feed will be trans- 
ported through the province free on 
certificates signed by the deputy min- 
ister of agriculture for the province, 

W. F, Stevens, provincial live stock 
commissioner, wasin Medicine Hat 
on Monday evening and questioned 
regatling the feed situation, stated 
there is an abundance of hay and pas- 
ture in the north to take care of the 
breeding and stocker cattle of the 
provinee provided it is properly utiliz- 
ed. As vegards specific sites where 
grazing can be secured, Mr, Stevens 
specifically mentioned three : 

One is in the upper fork of the Medi- 
cine River where there is sufficient 
grazing for 10,000 head of cattle up to

But it is to 
the machine gunner that the sunken 
road offers the greatest conveniences, 
He can plant his piece with its muz- 
zle just over the crest, and have a 
shelter just below, safe against most 
chances.

forward of our main line, 

The enemy shelling ceased and the 
field-grey figures came forward, Not 
a shot from the British line; it was 
as if the road had been 


: I abandoned 
Gathering confidence the Germans 
rushed on. Soon there were nearly 


200 in sight, the foremost within 15 
yards of the British line. Then came 
the order—or rather the yell—to fire. 
From the front and the right flank 
rifle and machine gun sprayed. the 
ground, 

Like wheat before the sickle the 
Germans fell headlong. Not a man 
was left standing. Some of the Brit- 
ish force, going forward, collected a 
few unwounded prisoners who were 
trying to crawl back to their own 
lines. Some 17. wounded Germans 
wriggled into our lines to give them- 
selves up. The great majority of the 
attackers had been killed, The Ger- 
man artillery then began firing again, 
It was a neat piece of work, illus- 
trating the intelligent use of sunken 
roads.—By Lieut, Frank Fox, R.F.A> 


Rifle and Bayonet

The Weapon Which Must in the 
Last Analysis Win the War

minutes more Chichester’s ships were 
directly between our fleet and the 
Germans, And they were ready for 
action and quite ready to fight if 
need be, 

“An officer on board told’ me that 
as the Immortalite, Chichester’s flag- 
ship, passed the Olympia, the decks 
of the British vessel were crowded 
and the band played snatches from 
‘El Capitan,’ ‘See the Conquering 
Hero Comes,’ ‘Under the Double 
Eagle,’ and ‘The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.’ 

“In a few minutes more the crisis 
was over; the forts were captured 
and the Germans drew away to the 
other side of the bay.”
